Curiove Origin of This Terrible Engine 
of Destruction. 

The origin of the Maxim gun was 
somewhat curious. Mr. Maxim (Sir 
Hiram) after the close of the great 
civil war in America was visiting one 
of the southern battleticids. He picked 


j Up a Springtield ritle and began firing 


ata target. He soon discovered, to his 
amazement, that his shoulder was all 
black and blue with the recoil, This 
ket him thinking, and he, soon con- 
ceived the idea of utilizing this force 
fn a gun which would fire automatic: 
ally. 

He went to London full of his fdea, 
but uo one would listen to him. In 
Birmingham the chief man in a fae- 
tory refused to make a bolt gun, 

In despair Mr. Maxim packed up his 
trunks and went to Paris. In two 
weeks the work was done. This gun 
Mr. Maxim exhibited in London In 
1885. He spoke of it then as the gun 
of the future, It is now the gun of the 
present. It is a wonderful gun and a 
deadly one. By adjusting the indica- 
tor it will fire bullets at any rate from 
one per minute to Goo. 

This terrible weapon fs started by 
the firing of the first shot. After that 
it works itself and will keep going as 
long as cartridges can be fed into the 
machine. When one belt of 833 is ex- 
hausted, all that is necessary is to 
hook on another. 

When the British government gave 
an order for the gun they stipulated 
that it should not weigh more than a 
hundred pounds and should be capable 
of firlng a thousand rounds {fn four 
minutes. Mr. Maxim produced a gun 
Which weighed thirty-five pounds and 
fired 2,000 rounds in three minutes.

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QUEEN GF SHEBA’S MINES, 


German Savants Grow Rancorous 
Over Their Differences. 


A bitter archacological controversy 
is raging in Germany over the exact 
location of the famous gold mines of 
the Queen of Sheba. Dr. Carl Peters, 
the well-known explorer and former 
governor of German East Africa, has 
been lecturing throughont Germany 
to the effect that the Biblical Ophir 
gold region in Africa, according to 
his discoveries, lics on the Zambesi 
river, Baron von Falkenegg, also an 
explorer of note, says that the theory 
of Dr. Peters has been set up “in the 
interests of England.” 

Baron Falkenegg writes: ‘From 
the Bible it is incontrovertibly clear 
that the Queen of Sheba, i.e., Ha- 
besch, took the Innd route over Ara- 
bia. From the Harrar region, in the 
neighborhood of Diibut, she sailed to 
Yemen to some southern Arabian point, 
and there organized the great cara- 
ven, In all probability, as ruler of 
Habesch, she was also ruler of South- 
arn Arabia.” Baron Falkenegg then 
discusers the “Colonial poliey” which 
King Solomon, in common with King 
Hiram of Phoenicia, carried out, 

“With his friend Hiram, the Phoe- 
nician sea king, King Solomon estab- 
lished colonies in Africa. The Phoe- 
nicians furnished the ships and the 
experienced sailors, and the Jewish 
King supplied the money and the 
soldiers. From what is to-day Tripoli, 
nlong all the coasts of Africa, the 
Phoenicians had their colonies, in 
northwest and southwest Africa, all 
the way to Habesch. The remains of 
Phoenician structures of all sorts 
abound throughout Africa. 

“On that basis Dr. Peters rests his 
arguments that the region of the 
‘Simbabje’ is the old legendary Ophir. 
The gold ships came from the land 
‘Ofir’—that is, ‘Africa.’ The richest 
deposits, however, were revealed in 
the Habesch district, or what is to- 
day Abyssinia.” 

One result of the campaign will be 
certain benefit to the Soudan, where 
it is well known there exist grent 
mineral wealth and untold agricul- 
tural possibilities, the pioneer in ex- 
ploring which was probably the Aus- 
trian Joseph Russegger, who, 71 vears 
ago, compiled and illustrated fifteen 
gigantic volumes on the subject. Even 
now German canitnalista and coloniz- 
ers are turning their attention in that 
direction; it was a German citizen 
long resident in London, Mr. Charles 
Toehmann, who built the hotel at 
Khartoum and commenced to interest 
Rritish investors, The efforts of the 
Homburg-Ameriean Co. in Nile navi- 
gation are alao appealing to German 
pride: and it is krewn the prospector 
and the land developer are beginning, 
on behalf of German interests, to ap- 
near in inereasing numbers in the 
Soudan. 


BRINGS DEAD TO LIFE, 


Remarkable Experiments of New York 
Lady Doctor. 


Dr. Louise B. Robinoviteh of New 
York presented a remarkable paper 
recently before the Freneh Biological 
Society on a new method of resusei- 
tating animals apparently dead from 
electrical shock. 

Miss Robinoviteh, whose methods of 
electrical annesthesia have already at- 
tained wide attention in France, after 
a long series of experiments on rab- 
bits, dogs and other animals, has reach- 
ed the conclusion that the cases are 
rare where the victims cannot be re 
called to life. Her method differs 
from that of Dr, Ledue and other 
Freneh experts in that she places the 
cathode, or negative pole, near the 
spinal column, and the anode over 
the kidneys, and gives the patient a 
series af rhythmic electrical impulses, 
thus restoring respiration and the car- 
dine reaction, and the animals which 
to all intents and purposes were per- 
fectly dead come to life. When treat- 
ed thus resuscitation is said to be 
very rapid. 

The same treatment has been sue- 
cessfully applied where the subject 
has been suffering from a syncope pro- 
duced by chloroform, 

A friend of Dr. Robinovitch said 
that she would shortly make ap- 
jlication to competent authorities in 
New York for permission to apply her 
system of resuscitation to the next 
murderer put to death bv alectricity,

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NUSSERY PRECAUTIONS. 
Nose and Ears Should Be 
Thoroughly Washed. 

Be careful of baby's nose and care 
in winter. The ears are especially seu- 
fitive to cold, and most serious condi- 
tions may arise during severe eatt- 
er. To avoid any trouble give au in- 
fant's eurs u thorough washing every 
day while the little one is in the bath 

In cleaning these delicate organs dv 
hot injure the drum. When removing 
the wax to prevent any such accident 
lise a new, nice hairpin, an article least 
Hkely to hurm the sensitive mechan- 
(sm. 

In preparing the hairpin for use 
twist over the loop end a piece of soft 
linen. Never push this cleanser too 
far into the oritice und do not attempt 
to take out wax that cannot be dis- 
tinctly seen, for a certain amount ts 
necessary to protect the drum, 

If this is done dally, there will be no 
surplus wax to harden. If such a con- 
dition arises, however, there must be 
no attempt at bome treatment, but ” 
physician or specialist should be called, 
Otherwise the temporary deafness may 
become perinanent. 

It cannot be too positively said that 
nothing must be put into the ear, no 
matter how simple you may think the 
application. The ear is too sensitive, 
and oll, glycerin or vaseline may do 
serious damage. 

Unfortunately for baby, a cold to 
his head almost fuvariably settles In 
Lis ears and nose. The latter is un- 
comfortable, but not serious, and ordl- 
nary precautions are likely to guard 
the former. Not until he is two or 
three years old should he go out of 
doors without his ears being covered. 

There is practically no danger of cold 
in the ears while indoors except when 
baby is permitted to be in a direct 
draft. This is one of the most dan- 
gerous positions in which be can be 
placed. 

Stoppnge in the nose fs prevented 
usually by cleansing the nostrils every 
day precisely as the ears aro done. If 
baby has a cold in his head, a little 
vaseline may be rubbed into the nose 
whenever he goes to sleep. A little of 
the grease should be put on the finger 
and gently inserted in the nostril.
